Shot Tower—Flack Saved Him. 


NEW YORK. Feb. 8.—Tatham Bros.' 


shot tower, 225 feet high, 77 Beekman 
street, was badly damaged by fire yes- 
terday afternoon. It was an interest- 
ing and unusual spectacle and at- 
tracted crowds of spectators from all 
over the lower part of the city. 


While the flames were making great 


headway in the tower part of the 
structure Frederick Brickson, 43 years 
old, an employe, found himself near 
the top of the tower with his retreat 
by the stairway cut off. His position 
was extiemely perilous and he consid- 
ered himself doomed. He looked out 
of a window and calculated that the 
distance to the nearest roof was too 
great to jump 


By this time the flames had almost 


reached the place where he was stand- 
ing-, and, nervinjr himself, he sprang 
through the flames to the landingbelo w. 
He was unhurt by the jump, and at 
once jumped to the next floor, again 
landing safely. On the next landing 
the flames were very thick, but the 
desperate men never 
faltered for 


a 
minute, 
and 
once 
more 


he made a leap for life. This time he 
fell into a mass of flame, through 
which he rushed madly, with his 
clothing on fire, to 
a stairway, 


down which he descended to a place 
of safety. 
Help was waiting for him, 


and he was carried down ten flights of 
stairs to the street. 


By this time the firemen had arrived 


and were soon playing a stream of 
water on the flames, which were ex- 
tinguished after two hours of hard 
work. It was found that the fire was 
caused by the explosion of an oil fur- 
nace, in which the lead for shot is 
melted. The damage will amount to 
several thousand dollars.

INCENDIARY FLAHES. 


The Dennison House e.t Indianap- 


olis Partially Destroyed. 


& GREAT FIRE I4RBOWLT PREVENTED. 


Hasty Adjournment of the Legislature 


and Wild Rush of Members—Peril- 


ous Position of • Man in • 


Burning Shot Tower. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., leb. 8.—The 


Denison house, one of the largest ho- 
tels in the west, was partially de- 
stroyed by fire yebterday. Tne fire 
psobaWy started from an overheated 
flue, but the finding of a smoldering 
fire in a room quite a distance from 
where the flames first broke out gives 
grounds for thinking incendiaries may 
hare been at work. 


Manager Onllen says that his atten- 


was first called to the fire in the room 
ofJ A. Barnard, superintendent of the 
Peoria division of the Big Four road, 
who lived on the fourth Moor. 
He 


found the room slightly smoky, and 
went to the room next and found it 
was in the same condition. The third 
room was less smoky, so he returned 
and called the carpenter. Seeing that 
the fire was making too much head- 
way, he tben telephoned in an alarm. 


The fire raged in the south half of 


the 
building fronting on Wabaeh 


street, and the strong wind from the 
north threatened to carry the flames 
across the narrow Wabash street to 
the Grand Opera House block. The 
roof was soon hidden with the dense 
masses of smoke, but the flames were 
kept smothered to a great extent and 
to this is probably due the fact that 
the entire block was not consumed and 
several more to the south side. 


After burning for over an hour a 


part of the eaves fell, and Fireman 
Frank Nutter was struck with a burn- 
ing timber and seriously, but it is be- 
lieved not fatally hurt. 


The entire fire department fought 


the names, and had the fire under con- 
trol by noon. The loss will reach 850,- 
000, but is fully covered by insurance. 
This is only on the building, and there 
is additional insurance on the furni- 
ture, which was damaged $15.000. 


The hotel, which was recently en- 


larged, had enough vacant rooms to 
accommodate the guests in the lorty 
rooms made untenable and most of the 
guests remained. Dinner was served 
as usual and work began at once in re- 
storing things to order. 


The insurance carried on the build- 


ing was not more than two-fifths its 
value, Mr. Erwin believing that the 
building was nearly fire-proof. 


The legislature, which was in ses- 


sion when the fire broke out, was stam- 
peded soon after being called to order 
by the announcement that the hotel, 
which was the republican headquar- 
ters, was on fire, and that the mem- 
bers must rush to save their baggage, 
No other motion was needed to ad- 
journ both branches, and a wild break 
for coats and hats soon cleared the 
chambers. 


Eussell M. Seeds, secretary of the 


republican state central committee. 
was still sleeping when awakened by 
the smoke. He escaped with every- 
thing but his overcoat. Bethinking 
himself that he ought to save the val- 
uable papers and effects of Hollo Ogles- 
bee, secretary of tlie senate, he rushed 
back in a moment, but was unable to 
reach his room on account of the fierce 
flame that then enveloped that quar- 
ter. Mr. Oglesbee thus suffers the 
second time in three days from fire, 
his library and many valuable papers 
in his law office at Plymouth having 
been destroyed bv fire only two nighta 
before.

THE MILITARY BILL. 


Many Legislators Want to Know 


facts Concerning Need of 


Some Items. 


The military appropriation bill passed 


by the Senate is still in the committee 
of the House. It will not receive favor- 
able report until some of the items 
therein contained are explained. The 
amount involved ia something over 8350,- 
Oftl. The total appropriations to be asked 
of this Legislature are said to be l<!,000- 
000 in excess ot the amount raised by 
the last tax levy. The Republicans have 
agreed to hold the appropriations down 
to tha lowest possible figure. Among 
the items in the military bill is one of 
916,791 for transportation, horses, etc. 
The committee will want to know how 
much of this, if any, was paid for rail- 
roads who hauled troops along their own 
lines for tha protection of their own 
property. There is an item also of equip- 
ments and uniforms, {80,000, of which 
Wo.OOJ is said to be for overcoats. These 
cannot bo made and delivered to the 
troops before July. Some of the Repub- 
licans believe this item should be in the 
regular military bill, and not in this 
emergency measure. There is no ques- 
tion but the Legislature will make the 
appropriation of 8200.0HO for the pay of 
the troops and $6,000 {or interest on the 
pay rolls,

The Committee Decide to Hold it 


March 1.—Primaries 


Feb. 28. 


Last night the Republican city central 


committee met in the city council room 
for the purpose of fixing the time and 
manner of holding primaries and city 
convention to nominate a city ticket. 


An invitation had been extended to 


Republicans to attend this meeting and 
35 to 40 representative men of the party 
were present. They were men, every 
one of them, who realize that he who 
would have good politics must himself 
take an interest in politics to the extent 
of attending primaries and conventions. 
They are men who have stood by the 
principles of the Republican party in 
Macon county in many a hard fought 
battle, and are ready to do it again. Had 
it not been for the extra-no cold weather 
many more would have been present. 


At S o'clock Chairman Hays rapped 


the meeting to order and announced 
that before the central committee pro- 
ceeded to business the meeting would 
be open and it would be well for anyone 
or all present to give expression to their 
views as to the best time for holding the 
convention, and also as to the manner 
of making up the convention; that a full 
exchange of views would materially aid 
the committee in their work. 


It became at once apparent that much

foro One's ET««.

A French scientist, M. Bagonneaji, 


has Just discovered how to make a plant. 
grow from the seed in thirty minutes 
as much as it would undar ordinary 
circumstances in as many days. Here- 
tofore nature has shared this secret 
with the Yoffhis of India alone, and the 
methods pursued by these olover ma- 
gicians in performing this trick have 
often been described. They plant a 
seed in tha earth and cover it with a 
cloth. In a few moments the cloth be- 
gins to be pushed upward by the grow- 
ing plant, which in a short time attains 
the height of several feet.

theories have been advanced as to the 
modus operand! of this miracle, one of 
the latest being that the spectators are 
all hypnotized by the magician. 


During his travels in India M. Kagon- 


neau saw this trick performed frequent- 
ly, and noticed that the Hindoos always 
imbedded tho seed in soil which they 
brought with them for that purpose. 
At last he learned that they obtained 
this earth from ant hills. Now, as 
everyone knows who has inadvertently 
eaten one of these industrious insects, 
anta contain a largo proportion of f onaic 
acid, with which in time the soil of' 
their habitations becomes charged. This 
acid has the power of quickly dissolv- 
ing the integument surrounding a seed 
and of greatly stimulating the growth 
of the germ within. 


After a little experimenting with this 


acid the learned BYonchman was able 
to duplicate perfectly the Hindoo trick. 
His further researches have led him to 
believe that this discovery may be prof- 
itably applied to agriculture. By in- 
fusing ants into boiling water acid as 
strong as vinegar can be obtained. M. 
Eagonneau has achieved the best re- 
sults and most perfect growth by using 
earth moistened with a solution of five 
thousand parts of water and one of 
acid.

What the St. Louis Prophet Thinks

Rev Irl Hicks, the St. Louis Weather 
'rophet, when asked last evening how 
he present weather tallied with hii 
rognostications, with an I-told-jou-eo 
zpression called the reporter's atten- 
ion to his storm chart. 
The chart predicted a disturbance 


rom Mars, which will become general 
n the 7th, and bring ptormy weather 
or the period running from the 8th, to 
3th, most violent on the 9th. 
"During this period heavy electrical 
:ormB, with violent wind and rain, will 
ieit many sections of the country and a 
old wave of dangerous intensity will 
ush eastward over the country." 
Mr. Hicke warns all who live in valleys 
umbered with ice and likely to close 
p and overflow, to keep a close watch 
uring all February storms. 
About the 17th or 18th the chart calls 


or a much warmer period, which will 
je followed by a eold dash from the 
orthwest, but it will grow very warm 


as we enter the period from tne 20th to 
he 21th. Violent storms of dangerois 
iroportions are to be looked for within 
I hours from the 2ith. Blizzards in 
he North and tornadoes in the South 
ay be expected. The month will end 
uch warmer. 


BURNT OUT IN THE NIGHT. 


The B. O. McReynolds Hesidence 


a Mass Ruins. 


Took Fire From the Furnace—Brave Fire- 


men and Kind Neighbors—Total 


1.088 Over $3,fiOO. 


B. O. McReynolds, cashier of the" Na 


tiona! Bank of Decjitur, and. the jnem. 
here of his family, hacl a remarkablj 
narrow escape from death by cremation 
or.suffocation at 2 o'clock this morning 
at their home, 318 West Prairie Avenue 
Tae mercury was at 20 degrees below 
zero, with a thick coating of enow on 
the ground, when Mrs. McReynolds was 
awakened by the smoke which filled 
the sleeping apartment. She awakened 
her husband hurriedly, and as they 
alighted upon the floor they found it 
hot. They hurried into the adjoining' 
rooms to awaken Mr. and Mrs. Tom Me- 
Reynoids and their two ^children,' and 
also Mrs. Johnson, mother of Mrs. Tom 
VIcRey nolds. They got out of the doomed 
house at once, none taking the time 
to dress or pick up garments, ex- 
opt Tom, who got his overcoat. All 
were in their nitrhtclolhes, and bare' 
footed they fled over the snow to the 
Peter Loeb residence, where in a few 
moments they gained en trance, Mr. Loeb 
coming down in his nightclothes to un- 
lock the door. Mr. Loeb lost, no time in 
sending in the fire alarm by telephone 
as soon as he learned the state of affairs, 
and in a short time the firemen responded 
to the call. 


The house was not in flames at the 


roof when the firemen reached the scene, 
but it was fearfully hot and full of 
smoke. The fire was caused by the over- 
heated hard coal furnace, and the great- 
est heat was in the back parlor on the 
east side of the house. The floor had 
burned through, and the flames reached 
the roof in a short time, rising high and 
sending the embers far into the air.

first at the corner of the avenue and 
Edward street, but unfortunately the 
water plug was frozen and no service 
could be had 
The firemen as speedily 


as possible got water at the Church 
street corner, and then the water began 
flowing freely from several lines of hose, 
It was impossible because of the-fiasnee 
and the density of the smoke to remove 
anything from the dwelling, but-at th 
risk of suffocation R. S. Bohon rushec 
in and got a large portrait of the lab 
Jennie McReynolds, daughter ci Mr 
and Mrs. McReynolds. Everything els 
in the house on both floors was eithe 
destroyed by fire, badly smoked or cov 
ered with water, which quickly became 
ice. The 
roof 
was burnt off th 


house. The second floors of the hous 
a.e in place, but the inside wall 
an burnt through in places aad bad); 
charred. It is a ead wreck of a one 
beautiful home. In the parlor stands 
the piano with icicles fringing 
the 


covers and the same winter decoration 
are on books and pictures that hang on 
tin walls. In the halls and on the floors 
is ice several inches thick, hiding thi 
carpets from view. The great hole in 
the floor in the black parlor over the fur 
nace told where the bre was the worst 
and above this room was the sleeping 
apartment of Mr. and Mrs. McReynolds 
In the dining room on the west side 
much of the silverware and china re 
mained apparently not damaged. But 
all the clothing of the family, oven the 
clothing of the children, was destroyed 
together with jewelry, watches, dia- 
monds and home treasures of every char 
actor.

Return 
ng he cut away the flooring for five or 
eix feet around the hearth and succeed 
ed in extinguishing the blaze. All the 
oist from three to five feet from the 
rate were badly charred, some of them 
burned completely off, and the sill, 6x6 
on the brick wall, that supported the 
ends of the joist, was nearly burnt in 
wo. At the time the engines were all 
at the McReynolds fire. It was a nar 
row escape of a total loss of the dwelling 
and all its contents. The work done by 
he major and his sons entitle them to 
ife positions in the fire department.

he two fires which have occurred in 
his dwelling within a week five rooms 
lave been made uninhabitable.
